SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water. — Good  supply,  chiefly  from  the  City  of  Hull 
Waterworks.  Some  pumps  remain  and  give  excellent  supplies. 
Bores  65-75  ft.  The  water  is  hard  and  risk  of  lead  contami- 
nation nil.  New  borings  are  being  carried  out  by  the  Hull 
Corporation  at  Dunswell  and  Cottingham,  and  the  Dunswell 
pumps  are  being  deprived  of  their  supply  in  consequence. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — A beck  of  surface  water  runs 
through  the  village  ; it  is  mixed  with  spring  water  and  is  liable 
to  pollution.  It  is  not  used  for  drinking  purposes  and  is 
frequently  dry  in  summer. 

Drainage. — The  outfall  sewer  is  3 ft.  6 in.  by  2 ft.  4 in., 
and  joins  the  Hull  Sewerage  System  at  the  City  Boundary. 
Contributary  sewers  are  15  in.,  12  in.  and  9 in.

Closet  Accommodation. — W.C.’s,  949  ; Privies,  888 ; 
Ashbins,  512  ; Ashpits,  20.  All  are  above  ground.  Ashbins 
are  being  gradually  substituted  for  privies.  W.C.’s  are  required 
for  all  new  houses. 

Scavenging  is  done  by  the  pubiic  scavenger  weekly.  The 
refuse  is  ploughed  into  the  land.

MILK  AND  MEAT. 

Milk  is  of  good  quality.  The  bottling  of  milk  is  gradually 
increasing  in  custom. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  70.  All  registered  and  in  good 
repair.  The  utensils  are  kept  clean  and  the  cows  are  well  housed. 
455  visits  were  made  to  Dairies  and  Cowsheds.

Verminous  persons  are  treated  at  the  Hull  City  Disinfecting 
Station. 

Tubercular  cases  may  be  sent  to  the  East  Riding  Sana- 
torium. There  are  no  tuberculosis  dispensaries,  but  cases  are 
seen  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  County  Council. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Mid\\dves  are  under  the  control  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  East  Riding,  and  mothers  and  infants  are  visited 
by  the  Health  Visitor  of  the  same  Authority. 

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING. 

The  28  new  houses  erected  three  years  ago  are  all  occupied. 
No  new  houses  have  been  erected  under  the  Act. 

There  is  a shortage  of  about  25  houses. 

30  houses  have  insufficient  accommodation. 

Unfit  dwelling-houses,  40. 

All  unfit  dwelling-houses  will  be  closed  as  soon  as  others 
are  available.
